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15. NEBSH requested China air Tranaport (CAT) to fly airdrop missions to Changchun. 
The Chinese Air Force (CaF) is flying about four missions a day, but General 
WsI Li-huang, head of NEBSH, 1s unable to order more flights as he has no 
control over the CAF, The CAF refused to fly additienal flights because of the 
danger. NEBSH tried to convince the CAT that the airdrops are not dangerous, 
and claimed that there were no Communist troops within fifteen miles of Chang= —

_ airdrops to Changchun to reduce the effectiveness of the Communist anti- 


aircraft fire, Airdrops are still far below Changchun's needs and the fuel 
shortags in Changchun is becoming very serious. 
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
